cluded anatomy, nutrition, bacteriology, 
pharmacology, virology and epidemiol- 
ogy.

has been said, and apparently with 
some truth, that “when rains, 
pours” and this hospital has the past 
few weeks been deluged with good 
news new construction, renovation 
programs and even proposed new re- 
search program. The wherewithall for 
these measures comes from two sources 
and adds lot money and 
lot activity. 

First $396,500 which the hospital 
was informed early February will 
made available for needed renovation 
and repair.

Doing Research His Own

sen’s disease, with branches extending 
from Britain Ethiopia, India, and 
Southwest Africa, testing compounds 
pharmacologist, was announced the 
CPC NEWS (February 1958) published 
the Unversity Illinois, Chicago 
Professional Colleges. 

Dr. A.E. Wilder Smith, who came 
professor Pharmacology October, 
began his work Hansen’s disease five 
years ago the University Geneva, 
Switzerland. The research, sponsored 
the Independent Leprosy Research Unit 
London, carried around the 
world volunteer scientists such 
Dr. Smith, who does the work his 
own time and funds. 

Dr. Smith said that Hansen’s disease 
cultivated the test tube. Labora- 
tory testing drugs therefore highly 
limited, said, and researchers are 
mostly confined testing murine 
leprosy* followed testing actual 
cases Hansen’s disease. 

Dr. Smith first tests his compounds 
his laboratory tuberculosis bac- 
teria, which are similar those causing 
Hansen’s the results are en- 
couraging, samples the compound are 
mailed colleague Lucerne, Switz- 
erland, who tests murine leprosy. 
Drugs showing good effects against mur- 
ine leprosy then are mailed the Lep- 
prosy Research Unit London, and 
after the drugs are tested for harmful ef- 
fects humans, they are distributed 
missionary hospitals Africa. 

Data collected the researchers 
bled and evaluated physicians. (We 
understand that one these physicians 
Dr. Robert Cochrane, internation-

One Dr. Smith’s drugs has shown 
strong inhibitory action against the 
bacillus within two three 
weeks after dosage begun, with 
toxic side-effects. 

According Dr, Smith, before his 
drug can pronounced 
the disease, must undergo exten- 
sive “resistance” tests determine 
whether the Hansen bacillus will de- 
velop immunity it. 

response letter THE STAR. 
Dr. Smith wrote that “could not dis- 
close the precise nature the substances 
involved,” but did state the appar- 
ently successful new compound, assigned 
Swiss pharmaceutical firm, “has 
with the sulfones their 
derivatives.” 

“The substance has been tested out 
Africa, particularly Angola, during 
the last three years. Clinical 
teriological improvement has been re- 
ported set much earlier than with 
the sulfnes. Scientific publications will 
appear this May the Leprosy Re- 
search Unit, London.”

Japanese Scientists the News 


Associated Press dispatch, date- 
lined Tokyo, February 20, reported that 
Dr. Norio Ogata, bacteriologist the 
Nippon Dental University, claimed 
have successfully cultured the Hansen’s 
bacillus, Dr. Ogata said would report 
his findings the Japan Leprosy 
conference May 20-21. Dr. Ogata said 
required four months for him cul- 
tivate the bacteria first, but now 
used “special culture medium” and 
material obtained from Hansen’s dis- 
ease patients. 

Since Hansen identified the bacillus 
years ago, many scientists, number 
them from Japan, have made claims 
such Dr. Ogata’s but date, none 
has ever stood the test confirmation 
other scientists. hope Dr. Ogata’s 
claim will proved, but are skepti- 
cal.

dispatch datelined Tokyo 
March reported the research work 
with BCG being done Dr.

Yanagisawa said that with the use 
holding down infection Hansen’s dis- 
ease tenth the present rate, 
said his conclusion was reached after 
years tests which found 
close relationship between and 
germs.
